WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 24.—Confir- 
mation of the report of the capture of Port 
Arthur came almost simultaneously to the 
State and Navy Departments—to the former 
from United States Minister Denby at Pe- 
kin, and to the latter from Admiral Carpen- 
ter on board the United States steamer Bal- 
timore at Che Foo, the Admiral at the 
same time notifying the Navy Department 
that the Baltimore was about to sail im- 
mediately for Port Arthur, where she 
doubtless has arrived by this time. 

It cannot be said that the fall of Port 
Arthur was unexpected at the State De- 
partment, although the officials had sup- 
posed from their knowledge of the tremen- 
dous Natural strength of the place, rein- 
forced, as it was, by every device that 
scientific military engineering could add, 
that it would certainly have withstood a 
protracted siege, particularly in view of 
the fact that the Japanese, as known, had 
no heavy siege guns and were obliged to 


rely on light fleld artillery. Under stch 
conditions the victory of the Japanese be- 
comes remarkable and the reduction of the 
fortress will doubtless s a shining ex- 
ample of the magnifieent military strategy 
of the Japanese commanders. It is the 
opinion of milita experts that Japan’s 
attack on Port Arthur was a most perilous 
venture on their part.

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CHINA’S GREAT LOSS. 


The Capture ef Port Arthur a Great 
Military Achievement. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2#4—The fall of 
Port Arthur, being a military maneuver, 
will be officially confirmed by the Japanese 
Government to Lieut. Miyomka, naval at- 
tache at the Japanese Legation at Wash- 
ington, rather than to Minister Kurino, 
whose offices are of a diplomatic charac- 
ter. Lieut. Miyomka has not yet heard 
from the officials, but the confirmation is 
so abundant from other sources that he ex- 
pects that official announcement will be‘re- 
ceived at any time.

Discovery Made by the National 
Shoe and Leather Bank. 


Swindled Outof That Sum by Book- 
keeper Samuel Seely. 


PRCULIAB WAY IN WHICH THE GAME 
WAS WORKED. 


Seely Is Missing and His Bond Ameunts 
te Only 67,500—He Had a Cenfederate 
Who Was a Depesiter—The Directers 
Will Make Geed the Shertage—Whai 
ls Said at the Clearing- house. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—Samuel Seely, an 
assistant bookkeeper of the National Shoe 
and Leather Bank, is a defaulter to the ex- 
tént of $354,000. He had an accomplice, a 
lawyer named Baker, who is said to be one 
of the depositors. The defalcation was 
possible through a peculiar method of book- 
keeping in vogue in the bank, which was 
changed last week. When the change was 
made Seely left the bank, realizing that 
discovery was imminent. When he did not 
return Monday the officers thought it queer, 


but entertained no suspicions of crooked 
work. Another clerk was put in his place, 
on suspicion that he might be ilL The sub- 
stitute presently startled the president by 
announcing that Seely’s accounts were in 
@& muddl condition, and that he could 
not make them balance. The president 
told him to keep at them, and perhaps 
thin would come out all right. Mean- 
while Seely’s absence continued and the 
officers became more suspicious. Finally 
Wednesday night Seely’s substitute threw 
up the task in despair. The directors had 
a consultation, and Thursday the National 
Bank Examiner was called. He discovered 
the defalcation. The Clearing House was 
notified, and after examining the boooks 
confirmed the reports. -The committee re- 
solved to statd by the bank in its emer- 
}gwency. It was announced the bank was 
sound and the depositors would not suffer. 
President Crane gave out this statement: 

‘ TO THE PUBLIC: A book keeper of 
the bank has disappeared, and the result 
of a thorough investigation made at our 
request by the National Bank Examiner, 
has proven him a defaulter to the amount 
of 000, to meet which the directors have 
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“Beely was under $7,500 bonds, his surety

Seely arrived home at 8 o’clock Friday 
night and began packing his trunks. This 
done he left the house. Friends intimate 
he is crazy. He told them he was in trou- 
ble at the bank, but said nothing as to the 
amount of his shortage. 

The method by which the bank was rob- 
bed was simple. If, for instance, Baker 
Came into the bank with a check of any 
sum to be cashed, the teller, according to 
custom, would ask the bookkeeper if 
Baker had the amount on deposit. Al- 
though Baker might not have a ceut in the 
bank Seely would answer that he had, 
and then transfer to Baker’s account from 
that of some other depositor the amount 
Seren. The depositor whose account 

as depleted would never know of it, 
because the account on his book would 
be all right, and when the book was turned 
in for auditing Baker would manipulate the 
accounts. But he must have gone without 
lunch many a day to be able to carry out 
the robbery, for otherwise his substitute 
would certainly have discovered his 
method. 

At the bank the president and others 
assert that Seely had no accomplice except 
Baker. The cashier, attorney and one of 
the directors of the bank called on the 
district attorney this afternoon and stated 
that Seely had robbed the bank, and made 
formal complaint against him. Mr. Battle, 
who has charge of all matters. pertaining 
to the grand jury, took the complaints. 
None of the district attorneys would say 
whether or not Lawyer Frederick Baker 
is implicated in the robbery, or whether an 
indictment would be found against him, 
but they would not deny his complicity,

He is a lawyer and has a large practice. 

/President Crane and Vice-President Pease 
of the bank said: “Seely was the book- 
keeper of individual accounts of deposi- 
tors. He. also kept the skeleton ledger. 
This was suposed to show at'a glance 
every depositor’s balance. His confederate 
acted in collusion with Seely in the bank 
for thirty years. He kept a small balance. 
Seely’s mearee* extended over a period of 
nine years. 8S method was to take from 
the account of some depositors who kept 
large balances, a few thousand dollars 
and place it to the credit of his confeder- 
ate. The latter kept drawing money from 
his account, which was kept good with a 
fair balance by Seely, who stole from the 
other depositors. Now the habits of these 
depositors from whom he was stealing 
were well known to Seely. Seely kept a 
private memorandum of his thefts, and 
was r y at any moment to make his 
books appear straight. As his stealings in- 
creased it became necessary to take larger 
sums, 4 t of which he would place to the 
credit of his confederate, and part to the 
}accounts cf half a dozen or more people 
from whom he had been stealing. He must 
have been smart to keep track of all his 
transactions and not get mixed up, for” we 
have found over fifty accounts which he 
tampered with. Had we not decided to 
change about the clerks and bookkeepers 
he could have ‘kept on without detection. 
When he heard we had decided on the 
change he knew the jig was up and fled. 

“The sums which were stolen and placed 
to his confederate’s account were not large, 
a few hundred at a time, but the thefts 
occurred almost daily. He was a. man in 
whom we had confidence. So far as the 
bank is concerned, it is not hurt, although 
of course, we have lost our surplus and 
something over $100,000 besides.’’ 

The other officers and directors concurr 
in the statement, and said there was noth- 
ing more to learn of the defalcation, ex- 
cept as to what had been done with the 
money and the whereabouts of Seely and 
his confederate. The men who rob ” 
bank are both missing. Of Seely, all that 
is known is that it was said he was recom- 
mended for a position in the bank by his 
brother-in-law, who is now employed 
there. He was quiet and industrious, and 
always at his post. 

A story is told that a few months ago a 
case of ne a was sent to him, and he 
took it into‘his back yard and smashed the 
bottles. The officals of the United States 
Guaranty Co., who loaned him $7,500, kept 
a watch on him and never found anything 
to arouse their suspicions.

THE PENALTY CF CORRUPTION. 

In our Mississippi Valley News to- 
day will be found a statement that New 
Orleans business men are backing a Mobilé 
steamship line for the South American 
fruit trade, and a cotton line will soon be 
inaugurated at Mobile —in short, that 
Mobile is taking the shipping trade of 
New Orleans, 

This surprising statement that New Or- 
leans capital is building up the port of 
Mobile assumes most instructive signifi- 
cance when the principal cause of it is 
known. The shipping trade is. being 
driven away from New Orleans by exeessite 
wharfage charges imposed by a company 
holding a monopoly by lease of all the 
wharf privileges in thecity. The shipping 
interest igs at its mercey and is. being 
squeezed to death. Thé granting of this 
monopoly isa part of the eorrupt prac- 
tices which have brought the Mayor and 
members of the City Council into court 


under indictments. 


The decline of their most important trade 
is the penalty the New Orleans people pay 
for municipal corruption. It is the kind 


whose interests are betrayed by official 
boedlers. They are the costliest burden 
which a city can bear.

A QUEEN'S PORTRAITS. 


There was last weak on exhibition at 
Tiffany’s, New York—where it had been 


sent to be copied—a miniature of Mary, 
Queen of Scots, painted from life in 1877, 
when she was in her 35th year. Of its 
authenticity there ia mo reasonable doubt, 
jt never hay ing heen out of the possession 
of the Getan family, to whom it originally 
belonged. David Seton of Parbroath, 
Scotiand, whoin the sixteenth century 
was Revenue Collector of the Kingdom, 
received it from the Queen herself, trans- 
mitted the precious relic to his deacen- 
dants, one of whom—Monseignor Setan— 
is the present Owner. Ten thousand dol- 
lars bas been refused for it, and a much 
larger sum would notbe aceepted. In 
other worés, it is not for sale at any price, 
jt bas never been copied in any way and 
never publicly exhibited before, 

The minature—done by an unknown art- 
ist—is a half length. The face is very 
beautiful, bat no longer young, and béars 
the wnmistakable marks of eare and 
troubleand sorrow. The hair ig of the 
tint now known as ‘‘Titian red;’* the 
dress black, with trimmings of elder: 
down, and around the neck @ high ruff 
and upright collar of stiff lage, such as 
were usually worn by the ladies of that 
period. The background of the pictura is 
dark blue, on which is written, ‘‘Maria 
Regina Scotorum.’’ :

And with this statement of her 
position she gavea list of all the things 
women had already done to make men 
good by acts of legisiature, and then went 
on to recommend ‘‘the appointment of a 
Cabinet Minister to supervise public 
amusements,and of committees in every lo- 
cality (among whom women should always 
have place) as to the best method of cater- 
ing to the people in their recreation hours, 
so that the whole amusement question 
should be lifted to the plane of reason and 
ethics as well aa art.’’ 

‘Truly the spirit of the good mother who 
forbids her offspring to play ‘‘chinies for 
keeps’’ and to avoid the company ol! the 
fascinating ‘‘bad boy of the neighbor- 
hood’’ was rampantin that assembly of 
good women who applauded these re- 
marks so enthusiasticaily. They would

AN HISi@RIAN’S CENTENNIAL. 


A late London letter says: 

There has been a Gibbon centennial cele- 
bration. The language used about ft in some 
of the English papers would imply that they 
had just discovered, or perhaps rediscor- 
ered, the great historian, He has béen pa- 
trénized and reintroduced to the English 
Of course, 
he has never been inst. 

What event in Gibbon’s life the centen- 


nial.wasa inteaded to celebrate is not men- 
tioned, and is difficult to guess; certainly 
neither his birth nor death—for he was born 
April 27, 1737 (0. 8.) and died Jan. 16, 
1704. Nor is the character of the celebra- 
tion indicated, beyond the fact that ‘‘ Mr. 
Frederic Harrison delivered a kind of of- 
ficial eulogy on him.’’ No writer can 
more easily dispense with celebration and 
eulogy than Gibben; and that any re- 
spectable newspaper, in England or else- 
where, could give reason for the iniplica- 
tion ‘‘that they had just discovered, or re- 
discovered, the great historian,’’ is sim- 
ply incredible. And the comment of the 
correspondent is both curious and funny; 
‘*Of course, he has never been lost.’’ As 
well gay that Mont Blanc has ‘‘never been 
lost’? among the mountains of Europe, as 
that Gibbon has not been lost among all 
the historians of the world.

The great work of Gibbon is indispensable 
to the student of history. The Mterature of 
Europe offers no substitute for ‘*fhe Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire,’' It has ob- 
tained undisputed possession, as rightful oc- 
cupant, of the vast period which it compre- 
hemis. However some subjects which it em- 
braces may have undergoze more complete 
investigation; on the general view of the 
whole period, thig history is the sole undis- 
puted authority to which all Gefer, and from

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. OFFENSIVE DEFENsR. 


Having his wrth stirred withip him by 
reading some ancient uncomplimentary 
remarks about Edgar Allen Poe, and by 
recent efforts to resurrect evidence of the 


into poetry and print to defend the man 
whom he regards as a misused fellow- 
genius. 
sonnets on the unfortunate Poe—the word 
unfortunate in this connection having a 
new and special significance—which are 
published in the Chap-Book. 

Mr. Boner asserts in these sonnets that 
while Poe was straying by the gateway of 
this world he was ‘‘bayed and beset’’ by 
vicious curs, but defended nimself by 
hurling ‘‘some gems that crippled half 
the pack,’’ It is new proof of the ex- 
traordinary genius of Pve that he should 
have thought to load his pockets with 
precious stones to hurl at stray dogs, and 
that he should have succeeded in hurling 
them with such force and ‘accuracy as to 
cripple 50 per cent of the dogs. 

But still more remarkable was the poet’s 
escape from the uncrippled remainder of 
the pack for Mr. Boner says they 
haunded him until he **met the angel in 
whose dark plumes be wasfurled.’’ The 
friends of Poe knew that he often, to use a 
slang plrase,"*‘had his flag out,’’ but it 
will douttiess be & surprise to them to 
learn that he was himself something of a 
flag and could be guried in dark plumes er 
anything else. 

But that the poet had some good fortune 
is indicated by Mr. Boner’sstatement that 
‘*the hand that drives ite little lance of 
spite’’ at his chapleted brow ‘‘belies its 
aim.’’ When ea hand ‘‘belies its aim’’ 
there is undoubted safety for the chap- 
leted brow. We learn also from Mr. Boner 
that Poe was not wholly dependent upon 
blood for, life-giviog circulation because 
in his veins ‘‘purely ran ancestral chastity 
and noble pride.’’ 

I'he fact that Poe was an architectural 
genius of a high order is first made known 
by Mr. Boner in the statement that he 
‘*builded for us on Time’s golden tide.’’ 
Itisa pity the poet did not devote him- 
self to architecture, because a man who 
ean build on a tide can make more money 
as a contractér than as a writer. It is 
hardly fair, however, to the sweet singer 
to represent his shade as so ‘‘august and 
fell’? that Persephone, when she saw it, 
‘‘franticly sletamed, locked and bolted 
every door in hell.’’ 

Boner is evidently determined to 
defend Poe from his detractors if he has to 
murder the Queen's English to do it, but 
in his future efforts it would be well for 
him to use a stuifed. club, his natural 
weapon, instead of a pen. In his hands 
the pen is an offensive rather than a de- 
fensive weapon, and that ‘‘august and 
fell’? shade in whose behalf he wields it 
would certainly rest easter if he would 
drop the pen end ta take = A the club.

BOSTON, Nov. 23.—A great historie crime 
has been committed in Armenia. If the, 
reports are correct the Bulgarian atrocities 
that preceded the Russo-Turkish war have : 
been outdon® And now comes the rumor 
that the massacre took place months age— 
in August, perhaps. Within a stone‘s throw 
of civilized Burope thousands of defenseless 
Christians have been murdered, andi yet 
the news has not been allowed to leak out 
from closely sealed Armenia until to-day. 
Why? How is such a thing possible? 

Armenia is a country without railroads. 
All means of communication are primitive 
and slow. The telegraph system, such 4s 
it is, is under a rigid censorship. Local 
passports enable the Turkish officials ‘o 
trace the movements of every individual. 
This state of thing& most probably ac- 
counts for the delay in forwarding the news 
of the massacre. 

It is more difficult to explain the silence 
of the American missionaries, of whom 
there is quite a colony in Armenia. Of 
course, their position is one of great deli- 
eacy, requiring tact and discretion. If they 
should alienate the Turkish Government 
their work in Armenia would be instantly 
cut short. In point of fact they have so 
far maintained the good will of the Maho- 
metan population. But it seems hardly 
credible that any consideration of this sort 
could have had sufficient weight with them 
to make them leave the massacre un- 
noticed. We shall be giad to hear from the 
missionaries soon, 

CRIMES OF THE KURDS. 

The Armenians are Christians. Their tes- 
timony is not received in the Turkish courts. 
Almost any crime can, t re, be com- 
. mitted against them with impunity. Worse 
than all, the Turkish Government, being 
unable .or unwilling to curb the robber 
tribes of the Kurds, has armed the latter 
and turned them into a sort ef irrepressible 
soldiery: The list of depredations and out- 
rages committed by these mountain tribes- 
men is frightful. Not only do they system- 
actially plunder the Armenians, but they 
carry off the young women to fill the ha- 
rems of Turkish officers. 


The truth is, Armenia is to-day an historic 


name solely. There is really no political 
district known as Armenia. There is only 
the remnant of an ancient kingdom hemmed 
in between fhe despotic empires of Russia 
and Turkey; and belonging almost entitely 
to the latter. Nearly a thousand years ago 
the Armenian historian, krown as John 
Atholicos, wrote: “On both sides are per- 
fidious nations and a great multitude of 
brigands; the spoil which is in their hands 
is death.” He wrote symbolically, but his 

a gy have become very modern and real- 
istic, 

The history of the country reads like some 
patient woman’s life of heroic suffering. 
From the early days when Armenia fell into 
the hands of Alexander the Great through 
the conquest by the Parthians and the 
Romans, persecution has been the rule. 
Since the conversion of the Armenians to 
Christianity, in the time @f Constance, Em- 
peror of the East, they have ever been ex- 
posed to the invasions of hostile people. 
lor centuries they were the prey of Saracen 
Caliphs, and now they moan under the tyr- 
anny of Turkish Pashas. 

A LONG STORY. OF QUTRAGES. 

Many of us have known ‘of these un- 
»Speakable out for. years’ past, But it 
seemed impossible te rouse the Pt pes at 
large. Even humanitaria elt little 
Sympathy with a country of whose posi- 
tion they were ignorant, whose very 
hame they had heard but vaguely. 

But now there is no longer an excuse. 
The facts are in the newspapers. All the 
artful contrivances of the urkish Gov- 
ernment have failed to suppress the horri- 
ble details, The censorship has broken 
down for once in the face of a world- 
wide outburst of indignation. 

Although I am myself an American, I 
have the honor of being a Vice-President 
of the Boston Society of the Friends of 
Armenia. It therefore becomes my duty 
to lay the problem before the public in 
an impartial maj.ner. My interest in the 
question dates from a visit to Asia Minor 
a few years — A friend of mine had 
urged that, if I was going as far east as 
Constantinople, I might as well extend 
my trip to Smyrna and visit him in the 
little island town of Lochia. A cold wind 
blew from the Phrygian highlands the 
vey I landed in Smyrna, the bay was 
rufied into an incredible blue, and the 
white gulls darted screaming over the re- 
fuse that floated on the tide line. 

Next day I penetrated into the interior, 
and thereafter as I visited Ephesus, 
Priene, Lochia,. Aidin, Nasli,. Seraikioi, 
Hierapolis and other places of nterest, the 
spell of Asia Minor’s nificent desola- 
tions took me more firmly captive. I did 
not get as far as Armeaia, but met -many. 
mén of that country and brought back 
with me certain yo impressions of the 
Struggle which is going on there.

A .Ficturesque Feature of Life in a Cose- 
mopolitean Town Which Has Thus Far 
Escaped Observation—They Are Fare- 
Bioed s Who Preserve Tribai Laws.

The presence in the metropolis of these 
descendants of the aborigines is not gen- 
erally known. Thé cénsus enumerators, the 
sociologists and vetydikely the politi¢ians in 
the nefghbdonbped'|kaow aboutthem. They 


intact, andare engaged in pursuits familiar 
to their kind. 

The Indians of New York Olty—what an 
opportunity for a rare sociological study, 
Over 200 sons and daughters of the primeval 
forest, who have forsaken the free outdoor 
life of the woods and the mountains to coop 
themselves up in towering masses of brick 
and mortar, to work early and late earning 
bread by the sweat of their brows. 

A SuxDAY Post-Dispatca reporter hap- 
pened upon this interesting colony one day 
last week and spentan afternoon among 
them. He found seventy-five families of the 
ancient biood scattered through the tene- 
ments of the lower west side on Varick street 
from Grand to Carmine, on Broome street 
west of Sullivan, on Watt street and on 
Clark street. 

The Indian colony of New York City is de- 
scended from the Iroquois, or Six Nations, 
the famous friendly tribes of Northern New 
York and Canada. There are members of the 
tribes who are directly descended from the 
Seneeas, Onondagas, Tuscaroras and 5t. 
Regis divisions of the Iroquois, but at least 
800 of the total are full-biooded Mohawks, or 
Agmorues, as they are often called. 

ln the beginning of the seventeenth cen- 
tury the Mohawks fought with the French 
against the English, but a treaty in 1618 with 
the Dutch was followed by friendly relations 
with the Eaglish The Mohawks became 
Episcopalians, and the Book of Common 
Prayer of England was. translated into their 
language, aed Is still In use among them, as 
are portions of the Bible. When the War of 
the Revolution broke out,the Nohawks,under 
Brant, joined the English against the 
Celpnists, and committed many attrocities, 
the massacres of Wyoming and Cherry

Mohawks fied from the exasperated settlers 
to the Granda River country of upper Canada 
where they are to this day, a powerfal and 
thoroughly civilized tribe, legal subjects to 
the.

a Damage Sui:—Proceedings in the 
Civili Courts. 


A suit growing out of the recent arbitra- 
tion between Connor Bros, and F. Abascal 
& Co. was filed in the Circuit Court yester- 
day. The plaintiffs are Federico Abascal 
and Pedro Ruiz, doing business as F. Abas- 
cal & Co., Havana, Cuba. The defendants 
are P. P. Connor, M.,J. Connor and Geo. F. 
Powell, doing business as Connor Bros. & 
Co., St. Louis. The Havana firm alleges 
that on July 28, 1894, it contracted with 
Schawab & Tillman, agents of the defend- 


ants at Havana, in which it was stipulated 
that Connor Bros. & Co. were to deliver to 
them at Havana’é,000 sucks of St. uis yel- 
low corn at 59 cents per bughel, the corn to 
be placed on the wharfgat Havana by Aug. 
16, 1894, but that only 791 sacks were de- 
livered; that ft also contracted with the de- 
fendants for the delivery of 1,033 sacks, to 
be delivered at Pensacola, Filia. It is then 
claimed that had the, sacks been promptly 
delivered it would have reached Havana be- 
fore the passage of the Wilson bill, and that 
after the passage of the Wilson bill the re- 
ciprocity treaty between the United States 
and Spain, which admitted corn into Cuba 
free, was annulled by the Spanish Govern- 
ment, and the old Spanish tariff duties on 
«orn were restored. The plaintiffs claim 
that upon the restoration of these duties 
they were compelled to pay a tariff on the 
©corn. They furthermore state that they 
Hresented the above facts to the defend- 
ants and agreed to arbitrate the matter, 
and 8. 8. Merrell, J. M; Janes and Amadee 
. Cole were selected to adjust the, loss 
sustained by the plaintiffs, but that the de-- 
fendants managed to get some surrepti- 
tious evidence before the arbitrators of 
which the plaintiffs had no knowledge, the 
result being that the arbitrators found for 
laintiff for only $1,778.58. This finding the 
avana firm repudiates, and asks judz- 
ment against the defendants for £33,000, 
which amount they claim they would have 
realized had not Spain reinstated her tariff 
duties on corn. 


A PARTNER'S SUIT. 
J. N. Crouch sued Moses Greenwood, Jr., 
in the Circuit Court yesterday to recover 
311,849. He alleges that in 1888 he was a 


member of the real @&State firm of Carr & 
Greenwood and the firm sold the W. H. 
Benton farm to the Kenwood Investment 
Co. for $42,898.55. He was paid as his pro- 
portionate part of the transaction 510 shares 
of the stock of the investment and later 
became possessed of 791 shares, which upon 
the dissolution of the firm of Carr & 
Greenwood, he alleges, he turned over to 
Greenwood, and for which. he alleges he 
has not been paid.. He sues for $11,249, the 
alleged value of the stock, and $600 for 
services, 


CHANGING GRADES. 
An interesting question relative to the 
change of grades was argued and submitted 
in the Circuit Court yesterday. The point 


was whether the special remedy provided 
in the general statutes for assessing dam- 
ages and benefits arising out of a change 
of grade in the streets of the city is con- 
stitutional, and it was argued before Judge 
Valliant in court room No, 5 by City Coun- 
selor Marshall for the city and by Mr. Lev- 
erett Beil against the same, and will pr - 
ably be-decided shortly. The facts o ‘the 
case are that the McMurray-dJudge Iron Co. 
cccuples valuable premises at Papin and 
Twenty-first streets. The city by ordi- 
nance changed the grade of the streets ad- 
joining the premises. Thereupon the com- 
pany commenced an action against the city 
for $75,000 damages and procured an in- 
junction restraining the city from interfer- 
ing with the grade until the damages are 
ascertained and paid, Subsequently’ the 
city brought the above proceeding against 
the MacMurray-Judge company and a large 
number of other defendants to have the 
damages and benefits arising from said pro- 
posed change of grade assessed by a board 
of three commissioners. Now the Iron 
company, by its attorney, Mr. Bell, moves 
to have the proeeeding dismissed as to it, 
alleging the law to be unconstitutional, and 
further contending that the matter at is- 
sue must be determined in a case brought 
by the company against the city, and not 
in the subsequent proceeding brought by 
the city against the company. ~- 


TO TEST BELL’S POWER. 
The power of the Excise Commissioner is 
to be determined by the State Supreme 
Court, and the question of how far he pos- 


Sesses discretionary power is to be determ- 
ined. Application was made to the Su- 
preme Court Saturday by W. H. Toney for 
a writ of mandamus to compel Commis- 
sioner Bell *o issue a dramshop license 
at No. 2934 Olive street. The issues pre- 
sented will be the same as those submitted 
to Judge Dillon, who held that although 
Mr. Toney had the necessary number of 
Signatures to his petition, and there was 
nothing to show that he was not a man of 
feood character, yet the Commissioner had 
the discretion to refuse the lfcense, bein 

possessed of the same authority conferre 

upon Ceunty Courts and the City Collector 
in that respect. 


BRUCK-GIOVANONI CASE. 

A return was yesterday filed by the Court 
of Appeals to the alternative writ of man- 
damus issued by the State Supreme Court 
in the Giovanoni-Bruck contested election 
case. The Court of Appeals held that 
Giovanoni was an intruder and not entitled 


to a seat in the House of Delegates from 
the Fifth Ward. Mr. Giovanoni’s counsel, 
Mr. Bell, then applied to. the Supreme 
Court for @ writ of mandamus to compe! 
the Court of Appeals to certify the record 
in the case to the Supreme Court. The re- 
turn of the Court of Appeals, which was 
prepared by the judges of that tribunal, 
sets up that the Court of Appeals has final 
jurisdiction of the mattter and hence ought 
not to be compelled to certify the record 
to the Supreme Court. The question at is- 
sue is whether or not the House of Dele- 
gates is the sole judge of the qualifications 
of its members, and it will be argued to- 
morrow. 


UNION STATION LIENS. 

The Sextro Furniture Co., as a sub-con- 
tractor under Adams & Chandler, yesterday 
began mechanic lien suits in the Circuit 
Court against Adams & Chandler, the Ter- 


minal Railroad Association and the Central 
Trust Co. to recover $880 for work done and 
material supplied the new Union Station, 
which is now encumbered eby mechanic’s 
liens aggregating about $60,000. 

Sinclair Painting Co. filed a mechanic’s 
lien against the new Union Station for $3,-

Police Notified to Arrest A'l Not Hav- 
ing Licenses, 


The fraternity of toal hucksters are in a 
rather bad plight, the result of an order is- 
sued by Chief Harrigan on the complaint of 
Mayor Walbridge. 

The Retail Coal Dealers’ Asscciation re- 
cently held a meeting and a petition was 
sent to Mayor Walbridge by them request- 
ing that the coal hucksters who had no 
peddlers’ license be prevented peddling coal 
on the streets, The petition also com- 
plained, it is said, of the number. of these 
hucksters. The record was exam- 
ined at the Mayor’s office, and it was found 
that there were no permits outstanding for 
this purpose. The complaint of the Retail 
Coal’ Dealers’ Association was then for- 
warded to Chief Harrigan by Mayor Wal- 
bridge with the request that all coal ped- 
dlers without a license .be arrested. An 
order to this effect was sent out by Chief 
Harrigan to all the police districts, and the 
result was the arrest of a number of negro 
and white hucksters who have been making 
a living unmolested for years by selling 
coal in bushel baskets from wagons. As 
soon as the hucksters gained their release 
they went to Mayor Walbridge for redress 
and were referred by him to the City Col- 
lector, they being in quest of a huckster or 
ha vker’s license. City Collector Ziegen- 
hein inquired into the law on licenses of this 
kind and inf@&med the applicants he could 
not issue a license to them to peddle coal, 
as that vocation was not classified specifi- 
ically or generally in any provision of the 
law. Mayor Walbridge being unable to aid 
the peddlers and Collector Zeigenhein not 
having authority to act, the delegation, 
some in their wagcns and others on foot, 
went to the Four Courts to see Chief Har- 
rigan, but they were informed there that 
the police could not authorize them to ped- 
die coal, and unless they had a license to 
do so they would not be allowed to peddle 
and furthermore would be Habie to arrest 
and prosecuticn, 

There are quite a number of hucksters 
affected by this ruling, and there are any 
number of poor families, so they claim, who 
have been in the habit, out of necessity, of 
buying coal from these hucksters, who will] 
be put to inconvenience and probably ex- 
pense, 


AW INDIAN JOHN THE-BAPTIST. 


The Cherekee Whe Prephesie; the 


Seeond Coming ef Christ. 


GUTHRIB, O. T., Nov. 24.—A. J. Black- 
well, a half-blood Cherokee, who imagines 
himself a prophet sent of God to proclaim 
the second coming of Christ, is under arrest 
at Claremore charged with high treason. 
His case is peculiar and his offense perhaps 
the smallest upon which anyone was ever 
tried for treason. 

Blackwell, to carry out his belief of his 
especial calling by God, some time ago 
founded the town of Blackwell, near the 
Kansas line, and had built a church where- 
in was to be preached alone his peculiar 
doctrine. A month later ke went over into 
the Cherokee Nation and started the town 
of David. Since then he has been selline 
lots all over the Territory, and thereby 
hinges his tale of woe. 

The Cherokee Council recently passed a 
law making it high treason for a Cherokee 
to sell.real estate to an outsider. Although 
Blackwell asserts strongly his doings have 
been at the instigation of the Lord, he has 
been arrested and incarcerated in the Clare- 
more jail upon a most severe charge under 
the Cherokee law.

The Health Department Wanis Another 
Lecation—The Electrie Ambulance. 


The new electric ambulance will make its 
first trip Dec. 1. The car will be painted 
white and will be of the same size as the 
cars of the Cherokee line.

Travel—St. Leuis Business Men Awake 
to the Necessities. 


St. Louis is geographically situated in the 
center of one of the most thriving and 
fertile portions of the West. By all the 
laws of trade and commerce it should 
not only supply the Southwest and 
West with the majority of their goods, 
but:also the territory lying a certain dis- 
tance East and North. It should be the 
center also to which all railroads within a 
certain territory concentrate and should be 
the termmus, as well as the starting-point, 
for a great train service. 

But, unfortunately for St. Louis, it is 
situated just about a day or a night’s 
ride from many other large cities. It is a 


day’s ride from Kansas City It is a day’s 
ride from Cincinnati. It is about the-same 
from Chicago, and, in fact, from quite a 
number of other places that might be men- 
tioned. Because of its geographical loca- 
tion many railroads center in St. Louis. 
Its commercial importance also is a cause. 
for this, as large amounts of freight are 
hauled in and out. But these railroads, 
instead of making it the begining and 
ending of their passenger train service, 
make it simply a transfer point from one 
line to another. The trains from the East 
loaded down with passengers arrive morn- 
ing and evening. Immediately upon 
their arrival the passengefs are trans- 
ferred to trains going West and hauled 
out. The same thing is true of trains from 
the West. As a result less is known of 
St. Louis by_ the traveling public’ than 
many towns of much less importance. . 


INTEREST OF THROUGH TRAVEL. 

With ane, possibly two, exceptions no 
train service of any importance originates 
in St. Louis. The service is entirely run 


in the interest of through travel, and very 
rapid through travel at that. 

It is claimed by many railroad officials 
that the service is as it is because it is the 
through travel which pays, and that trains 
run out of St. Louis any distance for pure- 
ly local travel would not pay. As a matter 
of fact this is a questionable statement. 
Several years ago when a great rate war 
was in full force, and Beanie were carried 
to Chicago and Kansas City for 50 cents, 
the Chicago & Alton e@efficials made a state- 


_ment that the through travel cut no fig- 


ure. That so long as there was no reduc- 
tion in local rates their road. would pay 
just the same; and it did.’ Thé@ same 2 per 
cent dividend was declared that quarter, 
and the earnings did not show decrease 
enough to cut any figure. This proved 
that the local business was what paid. 
The local trains out of St. Louis, few 
though they may be, and running but a 
short distance, all pay. If those same 
trains could be started from an hour to 
an hour and a half earlier in the after- 
noon, so as to run out about fifty miles 
farther, and thus accommodate more peo- 
ple, they would pay better. Local trains 
out of all other cities pay, and why not 
out of St. Louis? The Big Four Knicker- 
bocker special, which is a through train, 
East to be sure, but which gets its big 
load out of St. Louis, with no through 
Western service to help, is the best paying 
train on that road out of here. It was held 
for a long time that such a service would 
not pay, but it has been proved to the con- 
trary. As Mr. Snyder of that road puts it, 
“St. Louis railroad men have been told for 
so long that they must cater to through 
business if they want the trains to pay, 
that they have come to believe it. If they 
will depend a little more on St. Louis bus- 
iness they will find it will pay for itself. 


HISTORY REPEATED. ‘ 
The history of railroads in other localities 
is similar to that about St. Louis. The 
roads could not for a long time be made to 


see that local trains would pay, but after 


the service was once inaugurated it has 
proved the best paying service on the 
road. The railroad managers agree that 
the country round about St. Louis is too 
thinly settled to make an early afternoon lo- 
cal service pay. As shown in the Post-Dis- 
patch, within a radius of 150 miles’ are 300 
towns. The testimony of traveling men 
shows that the more trains there are the 
more travel. The entire history of railroad- 


ing shows that if there are trains at season- 
able hours people will patrcnize them. 


St. Louis business men are awake to the 
fact that St. Louis is not properly: served 
in the way of an early afternoon mail and 
passenger service. The testimony of every 
one who has expressed an opinion is to 
that effect. Attention is called to Chicago, 
Detroit, Cincinnati and even down to little 
towns like Buffalo and Syracuse. They all 
have local service out in the early after- 
noon. St. Louis ajone is unprovided for. It 
is well equipped with through morning ‘and 
evening trains, but the need is for a local 
service which will bring it into closer com- 
mugpication with its own immedatie terri- 
tory. This the business interest demands.

Fr. Fitzpatrick Appointed to Succeed 
Fr. Van Der Sanden, 


THE LATTER I8 VERY ILL AT THE 
ALEXIAN BROTHERS’ HOSPITAL. 


Fr. Fitzpatrick Is a Former Wel!-Knuown 
St. Leruis Priest—His Selection May 
Cause Comment—8sle of Church 
Property Under a Deed of Trust— 
Religious News. 


Rev. Father E. I., Fitzpatrick yesterday 
confirmed the report which has been cur- 
rent in Catholic circles that he had been 
appointed Chancellor of the Archdiocese 
of St. Louis. He qualified his admission by 
saying that he had been appointed only 
temporariiy or until Rev. Father Van der 
Sanden, who has been Chancellor for many 
years, recovers from an iliness which has 
confined him to his room at the Alexian 
Brothers Hospital for many weeks. Father 
Van der Sanden has been revorted to be 


in danger’ of death, and the Archbishop 
must regard his recovery either as im- 
provable or as-a slow process, for Rev. 
Father Coffey, pastor of St. John’s Church, 
is pro-Chancellor, and he performed the 
duties of the Chancellorship during the 
long absence of Father Van der Sanden in 
Europe last year. The appointment of 
Father Fitzpatrick as Chancellor pre tem 
is supposed to be the stepping stone to his 
permanent occupancy of the office. As he 
is comparatively a stranger in St.. Louis, 
he may. become the target for unfavorable 
criticism on account of his promotion over 
other priests who have been in §t. Louis 
for many years and have served in minor 
positiors. Then Fr. Fitzpatrick came to 
St. Louis when Archbishop Kain be- 
came Coadjutor and made his home 
with his. sister, Mrs. Byrne, residing 
at @2 South Tenth street. When he came 
to pt. Louis it was predicted that he 
would receive a good position from Arch- 
bishop Kain. The Chancellor of ‘the Dio- 
cese receives a comfortable salary, and he 
has much spare time in which to olf.ciate 
at ceremonies that mean a fee, It is evi- 
dent that Archbishop Kain expects impor- 
tant work to confront the Chancellor in 9 
short timte, and that for this reason he 
appointed Father [Fitzpatrick to fill the 
oftice. and thus relieve Father.Coffey. The

A QUESTION OF COMMISSIONS. 


Easterm Lines Determined te Reet Out 
the Objeetionabie Feature. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 24.—The Eastern lines 
having disposed of the question of com- 
sions on east-bound business, have de- 
termined to root out theif payment on all 
west-bound business, and have called a 
meeting for the 12th of December, to be 
held in New York City. It is expected that 
the Canadian Pacific will be represented 
at the meeting and it is hoped by the Cen- 
tral traffic Association and the Western 


Passenger Association lines that some- 
thing may result in the way of settlin 
the trouble between the Western roads and 
the Canadian Pacific. That line has re- 
fused to cease the payment of commissions 
on west-bound business, and as the East- 
ern lines are practically committed to the 
side of the Western roads in the fight with 
the Canadian Pacific, it is thought that 
if this line and the Hastern roads come to 
an agreement to abolish the payment of 
commissi6ns on wWwest-bound traffic, that 
the difficulties of the Western lines will 
be smoothedg in a material degree. 

A proposition for the formation of a 
passenger pool will be made at the meeting 
of the Western roads on Monday. ‘ The 
weaker lines believe that by this plan only 
can their interests be properly conserved. 
A sustained agreement to maintain rates 
will take a large portion of the business of 
the small lines and give it to the big fel- 
lows, and the small hines are not willing to 
take the chances of seeing their revenue 
slip away in that manner. The result would 
be the disruption of the agreement inside of 
one week. It is not likely that the propo- 
sition to pool will meet with great favor, 
as some of the lines-are stoutly opposed to 
it. Those who are down on the pooling 
agreement are in favor of a plan for the 
distribution of the business, believing that 
such an arrangement will be found to work 
in @ more satisfactory manner than any

_ BEAFORD, Del., Nov. 24.—The story of 
J. Edward Addicks, who raided-roughly on 
election day over the two southern counties 
of Kent and Sussex, has aroused a degree 
of sentiment adverse to the man and his 
methods that grows. The opposition to his 
candidacy for Senator increases daily. The 
®ost-Dispatch has described the man and 
his methods, as well as the general nature 
of his assault on this State. A correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch has since gone 
over Sussex County, the principal scene of 
his operations. There never could have 
been selected a better fleld for his tactics. 
Sussex is the largest of the counties which 
compose the State. The land is sandy and 
light. The farmers who comprise the prin- 
cipal portions of the population are gener- 
ally poor and struggling. Most of the resi- 
dents till ungrateful ground and their re- 
ward is small. The county has ten Sena- 
tors and Representatives, one-third of the 
total number of the legislators. Three are 


Senators and the remaining seven belong to 
the lower house. The county is nominally 
Democratic in politics by about 800 major- 
- The total voting strength is about 8,000, 

which 1,500 are negroes. The blight of 
Slavery hung heavily over the county at 
one time, and the large black pulation 
traces back to the days of the slave. The 
negroes are poor and to a certain extent 
thriftiess. A portion of the white popula- 
tion is of the class recognized further 
South as the ‘‘poor whites.’"’ There was a 
promising field for Addicks. 

Addicks first displayed his intention as to 
the Senatorship in 1888. At that time he 
sent a message from Europe announcing 
that he was a candidate. eople had to 
inquire who he was. Higgins was chosen. 
A year ago it was known that Addicks had 
furnished money to pay the taxes of hun- 
dreds of électors. A bill receipted and dated 
six months prior to the election is a requi- 
site for the exercise of suffrage. In this 
county about $7,000 of his money was given 
out by Mr. Allee, to pay delinquent tax bills. 
By this time the politicians were aware that 
Addicks was in evidence. 
of August a meeting of Kent and Sussex 
Republicans who had listened to: his prom- 
ises assembled at a watering place near 
Lewes. The petty politicians were present. 
His proposition was that if the legislative 
delegations from these counties, twenty 
votes out of the total thirty in the Legis- 
lature, were given for him for the Senator- 
ship, he would furnish all of the money 
necessary to carry the counties. 

The promises were given. He was told 
that lots of money was necessary and he 

d it would be forthcoming under suit- 
able conditions. The County Conventions 
were held and Addicks strikers put up the 
candidates, but nominating and making 
sure that the candidates would follow the 
@gzreement was a different matter. Ad- 
dicks has never taken anything for grant- 
ed in the sharp practices whereby he made 
a fortune, and he did not propose to take 

nything off hand. Hence his demand that 
the candidates sign a pledge to vote for 
him. ‘‘No signature, no money. You can’t 
be elected without money. You can’t have 
it unless you sign.’’ Some of the candi- 
dates were loath to put themselves on 
record. There was an awakening realiza- 
tion that he was unfit to represent the 
State, that he had no interest in her wel- 
fare other than the fulfillment of his 
schemes.

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BURNS AT DENVER. 


The Famous English Laber Leader to 
Attend the Federation Conference. 


NEW' YORK, Nov. 2#.—John Burns, the 
famous English labor leader, has been 
deputed to attend the annual conference of 
the American Federation of Labor at Den- 
ver in December, to represent the Parlia- 
mentary Committee of the British Trades 
Congress. He is,the ablest and most prac- 
tical of the labor leaders. Just now he is 
in disfavor with the dominant section of the 
labor party, who accuse him of being a 
docile follower of the Liberal ministry. He 
has achieved more concessions for the 
workers through: the use of his Parliamen- 
tary influence than all the other British 
leaders. 

To him is due the realization of the eight- 
hcur work day in the War Department 


shops what Hardie and others have 
failed to secure by aggressive methods.

He fills an important 
place in Parliament as a man whe has 
shown the administrative capacity to di- 
rect great strikes, while possessing a

County Council Burns was his chief ad- 
viser on labor questions, and is still con- 
sulted by him on such topics. A position 
in the Gladstone Government was offcred 
him, but he refused it, because it would 
fetter his independence. When he entered 
the House of Parliament before he was a 
member, he received favorable attention 
from the Lords, as well as from Com- 
moners. Even the Inspector of Police on 
duty touched his hat to him as he entered. 
Burns won his spurs first during the’ 
Trafalgar Square riots, when but for his 
presence the damage done by the mob 
on St. James street might have been more 
serious than it was. His second triumph 
was on the occasion of the dock strike. 
It was then that the authorities recog- 
nized that a new power had risen. Here 
was a man whose word was obeyed by the 
masses without a mairmer, while the guns 
of the military were looked on with con- 
tempt. Said a friend, in speaking of him: 
“He is as frank and to the point in his 
utterances as he is modest and unassuming 
while receiving almost homage from the 
component parts of London’s social fab- 
ric. He abstains from intgxicants, not 
because he is a crank, but as an example. 
He is married; his wife is the fitting mate 
for such a man.” 

He is a burly, square-faced man of 35. He 
was born in London. In physique and 
character he is a thorough workingman. 
He is about 5 feet 7 in height, and 42 inches 
around the chest. e has a rough-and- 
ready culture, picked up in the world. 
‘There is little doubt,” says Editor Stead, 
“that he was able to do more for the cause 
of labor in the First London Council than 
any single workin an.’’ He was once 
tried for his life. eople forget the fact, 
because he was acquitted, and he does not 
speak of it, but his gray hair testifies to the 
mental anxiety he suffered then.

Candidates {Must Bring Contests if 
Any Are to Be Brought. 


THEN THE COMMITTER WILL ASSIST IN 
THE UNEARTHING OF FRAUDS. 


Reselutions Passed at a Meeting of the 
Comamitiee Weld at the Noenday Club— 
Mr, Franklin Ferris and. Mr. Henry 
T. Kent Explain the Commaittec’s At- 
titude. $3 


At the meeting of the Executive Commit- 
‘tee of the Committee of Safety, at the 
Noonday Club, yesterday afternoon,, it was 
formally -resolved, upon the advice of At- 
torneys Franklin Ferriss and Henry T. 
Kent, that the committee would take part 
in no contests for any candidate whatever, 
nor employ attorneys to prosecute any con- 
tests. he efforts of the Committee, it was 
agreed, must be confined to providing the 
means and the men to develop evidence of 
fraud, and to prosecute the perpetrators. 
This decision was embodied in the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved, That this committee will tender its as- 
sistance, as far as its means will permit, and in 
such form as it may be advised by its counsel will 
tend to carry out the purposes of this committee, 
to any party to any contest, for the purpose of in- 
vestigating and developing proof of fraud; with a 
view, on the part of this committee, to prosecute 
any parties who may be shown to have been guilty 
of fraud. But thig committee will uot directly 
maintain any contest in the interest of any candi- 


te. 

Kesolved further, That it is the desire and pur- 
pose of this committee, as far as itg means will 
permit, to investigate, develop and prosecute elec- 
tion frands, and to that end it invites information 
and co-operation from all citizens which will tend 
to the discovery and prosecution of such frauds. 

MR. FERRISS EXPLAINS. 

‘We looked at the case in all possible 
bearings, and we reached the conclusion 
that the committee could not be directly a 
party to any contest,’’ said Attorney Fer- 
riss, “nor could its attorneys properly as- 
sume the obligations of attorneys of record 
in such contest; but it will, as the resolu- 
tions recite, do all that it can, and all that 
its means permit, in the development. of 
testimony tending to show fraud. Mani- 
festly the attorneys of this committee could 
not appear in court on behalf of one party 
to a contesst without appearing also for 
the other purty; therefcre it was decine! to 
let each party employ and pay his own 
counsel. ut if either party shall indicate 
where he believes frauds have been com- 
mitted, it will be the provir.ce of the coin- 
mittee to develop testimony in relation to 
such frauds by the employment of persons 
to take depositions, to do detective work 
and the Iike.’”’ . 

“What means has the committee at its 
disposal ?’’ 

‘“Scarcely any as yet. It has just issued 
a circular inviting subscriptions, and will, 
I presume, send out solicitors. The finan- 
cial question is one of the most serious 
which the committee has had to.consider. 
It is hardly to be expected that many citi- 
zers will be so deeply interested in the 
prosecution of frauds that they will sit 
down in cold blood and write out and send 
in their checks to — ort the work of the 
committtee. They will have to be appealed 
to. The committtee will do all in its power 
with whatever means are placed at its dis- 
posal. It has provided a plan by which 
charges of violations of law may be inves- 
tigated and ffie guilty persons prosecuted; 
and it remains for the citizens to come for- 
ward with support for its work.’’ 

Mr. Ferriss stated that it was his under- 
standing that both Mr. . A. Guinzbureg 
and Dr. W. J. Wait would institute con- 
tests within the next few days—probably 
not later than Wednesday. The last day 
for filing such contests would be next Fri- 


day. 
MR. HENRY KENT SEEN. 


Mr. Henry T. Kent, the Democratic coun- 
sel, stated last evening that the committee 
had never intended to carry on a partisan 
contest for the purpose of seating or un- 
seating any candidates. - 

‘How could ‘a committee,’’ he said, “‘or- 
ganized for the oy ee of this, appear 
through its counsel, for example, in behalf 
of Dr. Wait, who proposes to contest the 
seat of Dr. Atkinson for Coroner, when it 
is just as deeply interested in showing _up 
frauds the benefits of which went to Dr. 
Wait? But if any of the parties to a con- 
tested election Gase will bring to the atten- 
tion of the counsel for the committee 
frauds which were perpetrated in the elec- 
tion, the committee will furnish the means 
and machinery to thoroughly develop and 
fully expose the same. p 

“Tf any contests are instituted they must 
be carried on by counsel specially selected 
and paid by the parties to the contest, but 
as the greater part of the expense will be 
in investigating the alleged frauds by which 
they claim to have been defeated, they will 
have the backing and support of the com- 
mittee, financially and otherwise, in uncov- 
ering such frauds.”’ 

MAY BE NO CONTESTS. 
A conservative estimate of the expense 
necessaty to develop frauds of the char- 
acter which it is charged have been com- 
mitted is $10,000 to each contested case. And 
while many of the candidates have 
manifested a desire to have the Dbzallot- 
boxes opened, but oné man (Dr. Wait) 
has so far bay vad ae Arita toes £6 go ae 
court independently any public su :

“It seems tb me,” said Prof. Ives, “that 
the damage which is being Sena to the 
paintin should be stopped and that they 
should be preserved as far as possible. We 
found that gas had caused a t deal 
of the decay and drawing of the paint, 
eg | crevices in them. The first thing 
that should be done is to discontinue the 
use of gas in the rotunda. Then the roof 
should be put in such a condition that it 
would not leak. After that the pictufes 
could be put in such a condition that they 
would not perish.”’

Considerable 
discussion -has been indulged in as to 
whether those paintings could be removed.

Many of 
the portraits are on curved suffaces, and 
great difficulty would be found in putting 
them in such shape that they could be 
viewed by the public. I thing that a place 
would have to be built for them and that 
they could not be placed in any of the pub- 
lic halls, as has been suggested. I am in 
favor of letting the pictures remain where 
they are. It seems to me that the ghost 
of the artist, if it could know that the pic- 
tures were to be removed from the dome, 
would become restless and would evince a 
lively interest in the manner in which tha 
work was to be done and by whom it was 
to be done. The Court House dome is the 
er: for them and there they should be 

allowed to remain. 

‘“‘After we had finished our examination of 
the pictures,” continued Prof. Ives, “I 
told Mr. Nagel that if another scaffold 
was erected, I would make a closer and 
more complete inspection of the paintings. 
He said that the suggestion was an ex- 
cellent one and I understand that the scaf- 
fold will be put up next week. We will then 
inspect the pictures closely and make such 
recommendations as seem warranted. My 
present idea is, that where the varnish has 
drawn the plastering until it is cracked, 
the varnish should be taken and made 

liable. I know this can be done, because

SNAP FOR CROOKS.

Thirteen cases went to trial before juries 
at Ardmore and were withdrawn by the at- 
torney and dismissed for want of 
evidence, showing that the attorney 
had not acquainted himeelf with the cases 
before announcing himself ready for trial. 
The defendants piead gullty inilv4 cases, 
and out of the entire number 
of 394 disposed of there were 
only nineteen convictions. The jury trials 
nuinbered 55, of which there were thirty six 
acquitted. The Marshal has paid out $10,000 
@uring this term for witness and jury fees, 
while only $3,000 has been collected for 
Tires. Itis safe to say that the 3804 case dis- 
posed of have cost the Government not less 
than $25,000.

A remarkable though plausible statement 
is going the rounds in connection with the 
Socialist situation. It is to the effect that 
the feud between the two sections, even 
if it is not pene | prearranged, is in no 
way so.bitter as the Socialists attempt to 
make it appear. But the Socialists are 
playing a subtle, concerted game and they 
are magnifying it as much as possible be- 

ore the eyes of the general public in order 
to forestall anti-revolutionary legislation, 
which, if the Reichstug, by this maneuver, 
coule be conyinced that the Socialists only 
need to be left alone tn order to spiit into 
frayments by imternal dissension, would 
prohably be rejected. 

This scheme, if it actually exists, has al- 
ready borne fruit for the moderate parties, 
and especially the National Liberals, have 
fallen into the trap and are innocently 
taking the part allotted to them by the So- 
cialists and are declaring that ‘the anti- 
revolutionary laws are entirely unnecessary 
in view of the disruption and consequent 
weakness of the Socialist party. 


NEW TYPHOID CURE. 
. Prof. Behring has come out with a new 
discovery—typhoid serum. He claims that 
it acts curatively, in .the case of typhus 


fever, with about as large a\ percentage of 
success as in treatments of diphtheria 
serum? The typhoid serum has not yet 
been placed upon the market, as it cannot 
vet be produced as cheaply. and as per- 
fectly as desirable. 

The imperial budget for 1894-95 is now fixed 
at 77 ' marks—70,000,000 marks more 
than in the budget of last year. This is 
owing to the increased needs of the navy. 
Of this sum, 567,000,000 marks are put down 
for the expenses of the army. The budget 
will continue increasing, for the same rea- 
sons, every year, until 1899, when it will 
reach the sum of 860,000,000 marks.

MEDICAL SOCIETY. 


A Wrang'e Over Rules Follewed by « 
Yew Papers. 


The St. Louls Medical Society was called to 
order by Dr. Heine Marks last evening, Dr. 
J. A. J. James officiating as Secretary. After 
a preliminary statement concerning the rav- 
ages of diphtheria and the diMeulty of treat- 
ing the disease under the system in vogue,and | 


the anti-toxine treatment in Europe, Dr. 
Marks istroduced a resolution that -the 
President appoint a committee for the 
cultivation of anti-toxine; that the ¢om- 
mittee select a location for an 
experimental station and supply it with 
necessary material, and that it be directed to 
appoint ‘thirty or more bacteriolouists to 
perform the duties necessary and report the 
success of their experiments as fast as the 
work prouresses, and that the committee 
supply the physicians belonging to the Soci- 
ety with ihe anti-toxine upon application. 

Dr. Bremer said that he considered the 
resolution inopporture, as the anti-toxine 
remedy was yet Im the stages vf experiment- 
ation. ‘there were only three places in the 
worid, and they werein Europe, whereanti- 
t:xine was made. It teok a bacteroicgist 
ofthe highest order and a large sum of 
money to make the experiment and then it 
wasfraught with great danger. He was 
opposed to the resolutions, 

Dr, Wililam Jokaston was also opposed to 
the resolution. He said he was opposed to 
putting tue§soelety fon record as endorsing

Dr. Bremer replied that it took at least nine 
months to manufacture the p uct, and 
then it required ability, care and expense.

Shakspeare’s poems, then, we must train 
ourselves to consider them as, in all prob 
ability, little else than elaborate feats of 
phrase-making,” and concludes that ‘‘much 
of the lasting felicity of Elizabethan 
poetry, and so of Shakspeare’s own, is 
largely accidental,’ for ‘“‘words and ideas 
are not easily extricable; whoever plays 
with either is sure to do something with 
the other. Nowadays it is the fashion to 
disdain verbal ingenuity, to look rather at 
the thought than at the phrase; in Shak- 
speare’s time this state of things was com- 
pletely reversed. As surely as our own 
thinkers sometimes blunder upon phrases, 
though, the Elizabethan phrasemakers— 
by Shakspeare’s time far more skillful 
in their art than our modern thinkers 
in their cogitations—oftener and oftener 
managed accidentally to say -something 


final.’ 

Pursuing the same awful idea, Mr. 
Wendell says: ‘It may be reasonably 
questioned even to the point of growing 
doubt as to whether Shakspeare hirnself, 
the Elizabethan playwright, could have 
had much realizing sense of his own phil- 
osophy and wisdom,” and then he ~~ 
this wondrous dedlaration: ‘Take ca 
of your words, if your words naturally 
stand for real concepts, and your thoughts 
will take care of themselves.’’ “‘Words! 
words! words!” Imagine Shakspeare in 
merely making fine phrases, “blundering”’ 
on the philosophy of Hamlet’s soliloquy, or 
of Wolsey’s! Venus and Adonis and Lu- 
crece Mr. Wendell calls “pure literature, 
for more important than his better 
paid, but less elaborate, work for .the 
stage,’’ and the worst of it is he tries to 
make one believe that that may have been 
Shakspeare’s own ‘opinion. 

ButeMr. Wendell is to be thanked for 
one example. He tells of the Elizabethan 
poet who made fine phrases regardless of 
their meaning, though thoughts acciden- 
tally came into the combination of words; 
then he tells of the modern writer who 
disdains verbal ingenuity, and seeks only 
to ‘express a thought, blundering now and 
‘then on a fine phrase. Now Mr. Wendell is 
himself an example.of how one may write 
witBout eet Gd pi thed upon a tHought

Mrs. Smith, the matron, who has been 
with the home since it was founded, showed 
the reporter through the building and ex- 
plained the methods of conducting it.

resent there are twenty-six young ladies 
n the home. That is as many as they 
have accommodations for. 

Each of these young ladies pays one dollar 
a week for her room and twenty cents ad- 
ditional for the use of the kitchen range 
and laundry. This is ‘all she pays and it 
entitles her to all the privileges while she 
is (there, including educational classes. 
The girls do their own cooking and wash- 
ing. That is, they wash their own clothes 
if they feel like it. The bedding fs washed 
and kept in order by the home. Each girt. 
has a cupboard in which she can keep her 
food, and she may cook as much or as little 
at a time as she chooses. She can live ac- 
cording to her means. She may have a 
chicken and oyster pafties every day, or 
she can live on something more substan- 
tial and less expensive. A girl can, how- 
ever, live at the home and live well on $2.45 
a week, as one of the young women now 
there, nurse by profession, has kept aclose 
Laccount of her expenses since she has been 
there and finds that that is the average 
cost. This is a great boon to young girls 
earning from $3 a week upwards, and there 
are hundreds of them who do not earn more. 

“Our doors are closéd at 10 o’clock,”’ said 
Matron Smith, ‘“‘and the girls are not ex- 
pected to stay out later. If they are, how- 
ever, I let them in. There are family 
prayers on Friday night, but the girls are 
at liberty to attend or to stay away as they 
please. The working girls can feel inde- 
pendent here; they pay all that is asked of 
them for their board, and that is as much 
as anyone could do. We need more room, 
however, as we have six, seven and eight 
applicants a day. 

“If we had a building of our own where 
we could accommodate 20 girls we could 
fill it and make the home self-supporting 
by renting a portion of the property. At 

resent we are trying to make room here 
or a few more girls. We have partitioned 
off thé large rooms down stairs for bed 
rooms for the girls and have had the sta- 
ble in the rear fitted up to accommodate in Moscow, the dlameter of 
six or eight more.

The Sahara Generally Abeve the Level of 
the Sea—No Chanee ef Fleeding. 


From McClure’s Magazine. 

One-fifth of the whole African continent 
is desert, the area being estimated by Mr. 
Ravenstein at over 2,250,000 square miles, 
of which all but a small fraction is con- 


tained in the tract of land popularly known 
as the Sahara. 

Except for some school children who 
know better, and school teachers who are 
instrumental in that being so, the miscon- 
ception of the Sahara, which is widespread, 
would be practically universal. The av- 
erage man pictures the Sahara as a vast 
sea of sand, for the most part below the 
sea level, across which the camel speeds 
before the poison blast of the simoon from 

8S to oasis. Schemes for flooding the 
Sahara have come before the public occa- 
sionally, and we have read accounts of the 
vast injand sea which might be formed, 
rivaling the Mediterranean in size, giving a 
southern coast to Morocco and Algeria, 
and admitting steamers directly to the 
wealthy states of the Soudan. 

The preae nla Bee known to the geographer, 
corresponds ly with this conception, 
for, in fact, there is no risk of the “ship of 
the desert’’ ever being supplanted by the 
ships of the sea. Few parts are below sea 
level, and they are small and scattered. In 
the interior the desert is a plain high above 
sea level, covered with vast dunes of red 
sand parts; in others it is an ele- 
with lofty mountain ranges 
intersected by stony valleys.

MUSKOGEE, I. T., Nov 24.—The Cook 
outlaws number from fifteen to twenty-five 
men. The leader is Bill Cook, who is twen- 
ty-four years old, and has Cherokee blood 
in him. The gang were never heard of, in 
fact they had no organization until early 
last summer, when in a spirit of bravado 
Bill Cook turned highwayman and train- 
robber, because he was refused hy her 
father the hand of pretty blue-eyed Martha 
Pittman, with whom he had been in love 
since she was a school-girl. She, too, had 
Cherokee blood in her, and in those days 
Bill was a decent member of society, al- 


on ‘without any visible means of sup- 
port. 

isut when he was arrested and convicted 
of introducing whiskey into the Cherokee 
Nation, and.nad to go to jail for it, old 
Pittman, Martha’s father, vowed his 
gdaugnter should never wed a criminal. 
During his incarceration Billi had expressed 
a desiré to reform, and when he was re- 
leased he was made a posse man under 
Deputy Marshai W. C. smith. While 
riaing aS a posse man in the Indian coun- 
try, Cook renaered valuabie services to 
the Government, for he knew every part 
of the erritory and the haunts of all the 
outiaws. iits deeds of reckiessness and 
bravery made him famous. 

But neither his fame nor his evident de- 
sire to biot out the one black spot in his 
past iniluenced oid Pittman’s decision—he 
ordered Bill out of the house. Like a true 
sweetheart? Martha stood by her lover and 
offered to marry him secretly. Had he 
agreea to this Uucle 5am never wouid have 
been called upon to hunt doWn a new out- 


law. 

But Bill Cook’s Cherokee pride had been 
insulted. He would marry the giri openly 
and above board, he said, and receive the 
old man's blessing, or he would go on the 
warpath and put the whole Cherokee Strip 
on the run at the point of his Winchester. 

MARTHA REMAINS TRUE. 

He cut loose from Indian Territory civili- 
zation and went into the mountains. He 
organized a new band of desperadoes and 
for six weeks has terrorized the country 
for many miles roundabout Tahlequah. 

The girl who loved him as an honest citi- 
zen still loves him as an outlaw. The old 
man, too, has become rather impressed 
with his son-in-law’s nerve, and gave his 
consent to the marriage about a month 
ago. A marriage license was actually pro- 
cured at Muscogee, and the wa 
to have. occurred the latter part of 
month at Sapulpa, where the Pittman’s 
live, but a party of Creek Indtans were on 
Cook’s trail and crowded him so close that 
he and his men ‘had to keep on the move 
and the marriage had to be postponed. 

Then the bandit’s sweetheart secretly 
communicated with him, and the latest 
news from the scene of operations is that 
Martha has joined him at the front. 

BILL COOK’S FIRST RAID. 

Bill Cook’s first appearance as an out- 
law was in June last. He had read in a 
newspaper that E. C. Starr, Treasurer of 
the Cherokee Nation, was engaged in the 
task of paying out $6,000,000 of Govern- 
ment money to the Cherokees, this being 
known as strip payment. Starr and the 
money were in Tahlequah. In less than 
an hour after he had read that newspaper 
Bill and Jim Cook were in the saddle on 
their way to Tahlequah. Near Muskogee 
they picked up Cherokee Bill, a half-breed 
Cherokee negro, wha, from all accounts, is 
the most desperate ruffian in the Indian 


country.

STILL MISSING. 


No Tidings «ft Jaech Kerngood, the Com- 
mercial Traveler. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—The mystery at- 
tending the disappearance of Jacob Kera- 
good, the commercial traveler, from a sleep- 
ing car between St. Thomas, Ontario, and 
Syracuse, N. Y., about a fortnight ago, 
seems as far from solution as ever. He was 


insured for $4,000 in one company, but had a 
larger amount in other companies. His 
‘friends scout the idea that he would exile 
himself from his family in order to acquire 
a few thousand dollars when he was, as far 
as is known, free from business troubles, 
earning a large salary, and of a cheerful 
demeanor, and attached to his family. The 
only insurance company investigating his 
disappearance is the Mutual Reserve Asso- 
ciation, by which he was insured for $10,000. 
Chairman Baldwin said: ‘‘We have been 
investigating his disappearance, but not 
with the idea that there was any fraudulent 
motive. His relatives notified us, not to ask 
us for his insurance, but thinking that, with 
the machinery at our command, we might 
be able to assist in locating him, if alive, 
or in recovering his body, if dead.’’

He has preferred, however, to say to the scribe of

It is well enough to criticise the present 
Governr.eit currency. but the couutry is 
ding business cn that currenev. «+4 as 
long as it is current funds, the banks 
would be as well off, and the 
Government better off if everydollar of gold 
held by the banks was turned over to the 
Treasury. Then when gold was wanted for 
export or any other purpose the Govern- 
ment could supply it. When, owing to fav- 
orable foreign exchanzes, gold is imported, 
the Treasury does not receive it. It goes 
into the banks’ vaults. On the other 
hand, when gold is to be exported it is the 
Treasury that must furnish it. As cus- 
toms and reventies are not paid to any ex- 
tent in gold, see how one-sided the game is. 
As long as the present conditions continue, 
it is only a question of time when another 
loan will be necesary. Gold is not at a pre- 
mium in the true sense, but in home trade

MAKING THE PROCAAMATION. 


Hew Fious Sentiments Are Werked Up 
in Washington. 
Special Correspondence Sunday Post Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The concoction 
of that time-honored document, ‘the 
Thanksgiving proclamation, which sails 
forth annually as the impromptu expres- 
sion of the national Executive's religious 
gratitude, is the terror of the State De- 
partment, Every Year it is called upon to 
produce something new in that line, and its 
efforts to say the same thing in a differ- 
ent way, to avoid if possible verbatim 
copying of last’year’s letter, is one of the 
venerable jokes of the diplomatic green- 
room, : 
About the first or second week of Novem- 
ber (everybody knows that the day falls on 


the last Thursday of that month) the chief 
or some assistant suggests that it is time 
to think about the “proclamation.”’ 

The chief clerk accordingly runs down the 
list of drafting clerks, ascertains which of 
Uncle Sam’s servants is at the time bask- 
ing in innocuous desuetude and dispatches 
to the delinquent by messenger an-order to 
get up a Graft for the proclamation. 

This rouses the clerk from his lethargy. 
He rises to the situation with alacrity. 
His first inspiration is to turn out a paper 
different from its predecessors. The sec- 
ond arrests the divine afflatus. What on 
earth can he say that has not been said? 

He writes the word “whereas”. and 

auses. In despair, at length, he turns for 

elp to the classics—that is, he consults 
what Mr. Van Buren, Tyler or Fillmore 
have said in past vears and makes that a 
groundwerk for a draft. The embryo pro-

The oral system is designed to enable the 
child to’ cultivate its, powers speech. 
Although the child cannot hear, yet it has 
been found that this system of education 
enables it to acquire such fine mastery of 
the delicate organism of the voice as to de- 
ceive even the shrewdest observers. With- 
out hearing a word they utter, these chil- 
dren, taught under the oral method, carry 
on lone conversations with people who 
never suspect that their speaking is purely 
mechanical. 

When once attention has n called to 
it, however, the speech of these children is 
notable for a lack of tone and color. It is 
almost altogether in one key. It sounds 
something like the talking of a phono- 


raph. 
But for all paeones of daily use it is just 
as good as the speech of the most highly 
cultivated person. There are records of 
astonishing feats performed by some deaf 
mutes who have studied under the oral 


‘system. One of these was the case of a 


young man who took a regular course ata 
greut university, recited with his class- 
mates, attended the lectures and secured 


his degree. It_is doubtful if the President | 
‘of the university or any of the professors 


knew that he was deaf, and the fact was 
known to only a few of his intimate friends. 

For, hand in hand with the system of 
education of the voice, now so successfully 
practiced in Europe, is the training of the 
eye in lip-reading. By watching the mo- 
tions of a person's lip, it is an easy matter 
to know what that person is saying with- 
out eg tm a a that is uttered.

If the deaf and dumb inter-marry some 
such results as these are to be expected. 
And.when they are. cut of from conver- 
sation with the bulk of the pulation, 
inter-marriages will surely follow. But 
the capacity to speak and to read the 
words of others as they are spoken breaks 
down the barrier, and they cease to be a 
class apart. 

The oral system: teaches the deaf to 
speak. This is accomplished by accustom- 
ing the eye of the little pupils to distin- 
— and remember the movements of the 
ips, which produce the vowel and conson- 
ant sounds separately, and that longer or 
shorter series of lip and tongue movement 
which constitute a word. As an assistance 
to this end the pupfl holds one hand upon 
the throat, and the other upon the chest 
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sounds which produce these vibratiens, 
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
